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The following is a quotation Of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 43-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 43-46 are indefinite as they are dependent upon canceled claims. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 14, 16, 18-34, 36-42, and 47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 

anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Wong et al 

(EP 0447359), JP 7067536, and Yatka et al (US 5525360) for the reasons set forth in 

rejecting the claims in the last office action. The amendments to the claims and the new 

claim are not seen to influence the conclusion of unpatentability previously set forth. 
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Wong et al (EP 0447359) teach a synergistic sweetening composition comprising 
polydextrose, monosaccharides, and/or disaccharides as is claimed (see entire 
document, especially page 9, lines 38-51). 

JP 7067536 teaches the combination of polydextrose and sugar (see abstract). 

Yatka et al (US 5525360) teach a composition comprising polydextrose and 
additional sugar compounds including sucrose and maltose (see entire document, 
especially claims 7 and 9). 

Synergism would be inherent to that of Wong et al, UP 7067536, and Yatka et al 
as the same components are used. It is also noted that the concept of synergism in the 
sweetener art is well-known and expected. 

Applicant's arguments filed August 8, 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the prior art does not teach a synergistic combination of 
polydextrose and a mono- or disaccharide. 

The prior art teaches the combination of polydextrose and a mono- or 
disaccharide as is claimed. Synergism would be inherent to that of Wong et al, JP 
7067536, and Yatka et al as the same components are used. 

Schiffman et al is cited as one example of synergism in the sweetener art.
